MINUTES 

OF 

THE  THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Atlantic  Hotel  Auditorium, 
Morehead  City,  N".  C,  July  12,  1911. 

The  Thirty-Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  was  called  to  order  by  First 
Vice-President  E.  T.  Whitehead,  in  the  absence  of  President 
Max.  T.  Payne,  at  3  :00'  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  Convention  Hall 
of  the  Atlantic  Hotel. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  conven- 
tion was  dispensed  with,  as  they  had  been  distributed  to  all 
the  members  previous  to  this  session.  Poll  was  called 
and  a  quorum  being  present  the  President  said  the  con- 
vention was  ready  for  business. 

Mr.  Hancock  made  a  motion  changing  the  regular  order 
of  business,  and  on  being  seconded  by  Mr.  Grantham  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Acting  President  White- 
head requested  the  Secretary  to  read  the  annual  message  of 
President  Payne. 

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 
It  is  with  sincere  regrets  that  I  cannot  be  with  you  at  this,  the 
thirty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  to-day,  though  I  am  away  from  you,  my  heart  is 
with  you,  more  so,  perhaps,  because  since  our  last  meeting  I  have  had 
to  give  up  the  drug  profession  on  account  of  my  health.  You  com- 
pose a  part  of  one  of  the  grandest  organizations  of  the  world.  You 
go  abreast  with   the  physician,  keeping  the  high  standard   in   the  ad- 
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vancement  of  medical  and  chemical  science,  ofttimes  relieving  the 
sick  when  the  physician  is  not  in  immediate  command.  Thus  you 
stand  as  a  two  fold  factor,  in  aiding  the  distressed,  administering  to 
the  sick,  and  you  are  the  safety  valve,  which  often  saves  the  life  of 
the  sick  by  correcting  the  errors  made  by  physicians  in  writing  pre- 
scriptions. 

You  gentlemen,  who  act  as  the  beacon  light,  in  the  watch-tower 
over  health,  you  who  are  the  watchmen  of  the  night  and  toilers  when 
the  city  is  asleep,  reflect  and  be  sure  your  light  of  honesty  in  selling 
medicines,  is  kept  ever  clean  and  bright.  For  the  physician  may  be 
ever  so  good,  yet  the  honesty  in  rilling  prescriptions  carries  with  it 
the  recovery  of  the  sick  one. 

Pharmacists  of  North  Carolina,  I  feel  for  you  in  the  many  hours 
that  compose  your  days  labor,  as  I  think  of  you,  I  see  that  which 
ennobles  a  man,  learning,  progression,  and  that  invincible  courage 
which  knows  no  such  word  as  failure.  Think  of  the  good  you  are 
doing,  keep  to  the  right  ever  and  know  that  oftimes  you  do  not 
get  your  just  praise  but  that,  "the  heart  feels  most  when  the  lips  move 
not." 

You  are  gathered  together  for  mutual  interest,  as  well  as  to  ex- 
change friendship  and  good  will.  Try  to  make  this  the  best  meeting 
since  the  organization.  Much  has  to  be  done  and  no  one  man  can 
do  it  all.  Work  together  for  the  good  of  this  grand  Old  State.  Do 
your  individual  share  so  that  it  may  be  said  this  is  the  best  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  in  all  the  United  States.  Being  on  the  outside 
for  the  past  year,  I  have  seen  many  things  that  need  your  help. 
Good  results  have  been  accomplished  by  our  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  W. 
Hancock,  but  he  alone  cannot  do  the  people  of  the  State  justice  in 
keeping  the  high  standard  of  the  profession.  You  who  run  the  store, 
must  come  to  his  aid  and  help  him  remove  the  many  evils  that  now 
exist  in  the  drug  stores  of  our  State.  More  especially  do  I  call  your 
attention  to  the  matters  in  regard  to  cocaine  and  morphine.  You 
know  who  is  selling  it  in  your  city.  Co-operate  with  Mr.  Hancock 
and  help  him.  His  duties  are  great,  you  expect  much  from  him, 
yet  how  much  aid  do  you  give  him?  You  have  clerks  in  your  stores 
who  will  some  day  be  druggists.  How  much  are  you  helping  to  their 
advancement?  How  much  are  you  teaching  them  to  be  the  best  clerks 
in  North  Carolina?  In  this  you  can  aid  yourself,  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  State  at  large. 

Again,  I  say,  work  together,  work  for  the  advancement  of  the  As- 
sociation while  you  are  away,  work  still  harder  when  you  are  at  the 
meetings  to  help  fill  up  the  defects  and  make  the  crooked  ways 
straight. 

I  think  some  step  should  be  taken  by  the  Association  in  regard  to 
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examinations  of  applicants  who  desire  to  become  druggists.  Too 
many  young  boys  without  the  practical  knowledge  of  how  to  fill  pre- 
scriptions are  getting  license.  In  this  I  do  not  mean  that  they  do  not 
now  thoroughly  answer  the  questions  propounded  to  them — yet,  I 
think  some  arrangements  should  be  made  to  have  the  examinations 
given  at  the  same  place  every  year,  and  at  these  examinations  two  or 
three  days  should  be  given.  Say  one  or  two  days  should  be  given  in 
practical  ways,  —  seeing  whether  the  applicant  knows  how  to 
make  pills,  ointments,  etc.,  and  the  other  day  may  be  given  to  written 
theoretical  work.  If  this  could  be  done,  better  druggists  would  be 
given  the  State,  and  the  advancement  of  Pharmacy  would  ever  go 
forward. 

Pharmacy  makes  but  little  display.  Its  work  is  silent  and  its  effects 
manifested  in  the  life  of  the  individual,  and  in  the  good  it  accom- 
plishes. May  your  deliberations  result  in  good  works,  which  will  last 
and  bear  fruit  until  time  shall  be  no  more. 

Many  things  could  be  suggested  to  advance  the  ideas  of  Pharmacy, 
but  you  body  of  men  gathered  together  must  ever  work  in  harmony  in 
your  own  city,  as  well  as  at  these  meetings,  if  the  high  standard  of 
the  druggists  is  kept  before  the  people  in  the  future. 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me, 
and  I  am  proud  of  it,  and  at  heart  I  am  sorry  I  could  not  be  with  you 
at  this  delightful  meeting  place  and  with  so  grand  a  body  of  men.  I 
assure  you  I  shall  ever  remember  your  kindness  and  confidence  which, 
as  the  years  roll  be,  will  be  to  me  a  sweet  oasis  in  the  Desert  of  Life, 
and  again  I  thank  you.

Mr.  Grantham  heartily  and  enthusiastically  seconded  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  Zoeller. 
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Mr.  Hancock  spoke  on  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Zoeller, 
paying  a  glowing  tribute  to  his  twenty  years,  or  more,  rec- 
ord, his  ability  and  faithfulness;  said  he  stood  as  high  as 
any  other  member  of  any  Board  in  the  nation. 

Mr.  B.  S.  Davis  placed  in  nomination  Mr.  E.  G.  Bird- 
song,  of  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Hicks  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Birdsong,  and 
said  he  was  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  capable  men  in  the 
State,  and  would  reflect  credit  on  the  Association,  and  if 
elected  would  make  a  most  capable  member. 

Mr.  Bradham  commented  upon  the  ability  and  capability 
of  both  candidates,  and  said  both  candidates  were  good  men, 
but  nevertheless  thought  it  unwise  that  a  change  be  made 
at  this  time;  that  Mr.  Zoeller  had  been  in  training  for  a 
number  of  years  and  that  he  had  an  executive  ability  that 
was  worth  while;  that  at  times  he  had  views  other  than 
those  entertained  by  Mr.  Zoeller  when  he  served  with  him 
on  the  Board,  but  in  the  end  Mr.  Zoeller  was  right  on  all 
occasions  when  questions  of  importance  came  up  for  con- 
sideration. He  further  stated  that  he  was  guardian  of  the 
professon  and  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  that  in  his 
opinion  the  Association  would  make  a  mistake  in  not  elect- 
ing him. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  Mr.  Zoeller  having  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Birdsong  most  graciously  moved  that  the  election  of 
Mr.  Zoeller  be  made  unanimous. 

Enthusiastically  adopted. 

Mr.  Sprague  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  unanimously: 

Whereas,  There  has  been  introduced  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  a  bill  for  placing  a  Stamp  Tax  on  proprietary  remedies  and 
perfumes, 
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And  Whereas,  This  tax  would  fall  almost  wholly  on  the  retail  drug- 
gists and  dealers  in  these  preparations,  instead  of  on  the  manufacturer, 
thereof,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  that 
we  earnestly  request  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress 
to  oppose  the  enactment  of  the  proposed  house  bill  8887  or  any  similiar 
measure  for  the  reason  that  it  would  bear  heavily  on  those  least  able  to 
bear  it  and  also  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  basic  principles  of  our  gov- 
ernment to  impose  a  stamp  tax  in  time  of  peace. 

Mr.  Bradham  made  a  motion  that  the  Secretary  be  re- 
quested to  send  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  our  Senators  and 
Kepresentatives  in  Congress,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  each 
registered  pharmacist  in  North  Carolina,  with  a  request 
that  he  write  his  congressman  urging  him  to  support  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  Bradham  offered  this  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  members  from  this  Associa- 
tion be  appointed  by  the  President,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  co- 
operate with  the  Legislative  Committee  in  formulating  a  law,  in  get- 
ting legislation  enacted  allowing  the  appointment  of  a  member  of  this 
Association  as  an  assistant  in  the  Pure  Food  Department  of  the  State 
by  the  Executive,  to  be  and  to  assist  in  getting  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000  from  the  General  Assembly  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  work. 

The  resolution  was  discussed  by  Messrs.  Howell,  Sprague, 
Fordham,  Hicks,  and  others,  and  finally  adopted. 

The  -Committee  on  Time  and  Place  of  Meeting  made  their 
report. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TIME  AND  PLACE. 
The  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Following  the  recommendation  of  the  President  in  his  address  at 
the  meeting  held  in  Charlotte  last  year,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Association,  we  think  it  both  wise  and  proper  to  hold  the  next  meet- 
ing of  our  Association  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.

REPORT  OF  THE  DELEGATE  TO  THE  N.  A.  R.  D., 
PITTSBURG,  PA,  SEPT.   12-16,  1910. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members: 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  render  this,  my  report  as  your  delegate 
to  the  N.  A.  R.  D., — twelfth  annual  meeting,  which  was  held  at  Forth 
Pitt  Hotel,  in  the  City  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Sept.  12th  to  16th,  1910. 

Leaving  Southport  at  12  o'clock  Saturday,  Sept.  10th,  it  was  only  a 
short  time  before  I  found  myself  in  the  busy  city  of  Pittsburg.  You 
cannot  imagine  my  strange  feeling  at  being  so  rapidly  transported  from 
the  low-land  of  our  Sunny  South  to  the  rocky,  smoky,  cloudy  regions 
of  Pennsylvania,  where  millions  upon  millions  of  dollars  worth  of 
coal,  coke,  iron,  etc.,  are  stored  in  the  bosoms  of  mother  earth.  I 
had  often  heard  of  Pittsburg  being  caled  the  home  of  the  "coal 
barons,"  the  place  where  glass  works,  factories,  and  steel  mills 
abound — the  smoky  city.  My  expectations  were  along  this  line  and  I 
can  truly  say  that  I   was  not  disappointed.     Pittsburg  is  known  the 
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country  over  as  the  "city  of  industries,"  and  she  well  earns  this  title, 
for  miles  and  miles  as  far  as  the  eye  can  see,  you  will  find  great 
smoke  sacks  pouring  out  dense  volumes  of  dense  black  smoke  over  the 
city  and  surrounding  country. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  was  held  on  Monday  night  in 
the  English  room  of  the  Fort  Pitt  Hotel.  This  meeting  was  given 
up  to  speeches  of  welcome  and  responses,  which  gave  the  meeting  a 
start  that  promised  good  will  and  harmony.  After  listening  to  the 
hearty  speeches  of  welcome  we  felt  that  we  were  surely  "at  home"  in 
Pittsburg. 

There  was  quite  a  large  attendance  upon  this  convention,  something 
over  1200  was  the  total  registration.  There  was  only  231  delegates 
representing  the  several  state  and  local  associations.  The  N.  A.  R.  D. 
you  all  know  had  gotten  into  dispute  with  the  A.  D.  S.  and  A.  M.  S. 
and  everybody  was  anxious  to  know  what  would  be  the  outcome.  I 
may  say  that  the  majority  of  the  delegates  present  were  A.  D.  S. 
people  but  the  great  majority  of  the  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
throughout  the  country  were  not  A.  D.  S.  members. 

The  past  year's  convention  is  conceded  by  all  to  have  been  one  of 
the  most  satisfactory  in  the  history  of  the  organization.  The  best  of 
order  prevailing.  There  was  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  good  feeling 
throughout  the  entire  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

The  second  sitting  was  held  Tuesday  morning,  Sept.  13th,  President 
Charles  H.  Huhn,  of  Minneapolis,  delivered  his  address  to  the  conven- 
tion, which  was  an  able  one  and  received  the  closest  attention.  He 
began  by  giving  the  early  history  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. — the  reasons  for 
the  organization  of  the  retail  druggists,  on  account  of  price  demorali- 
zation and  other  influences  and  he  related  the  work  of  the  N.  A.  R. 
D.  down  to  the  present  time.  He  very  ably  defended  himself  in 
regard  to  his  holding  two  offices  at  the  same  time — in  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
and  A.  D.  S.  He  said  that  the  great  amount  of  the  criticism  that  had 
been  heaped  upon  him  was  without  cause.  He  stated  that  he  had 
endeavored  to  fulfill  his  entire  duty  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  as  he  had 
promised  upon  taking  the  office  irrespective  of  the  A.  D.  S.  or  any 
other  organization.  President  Huhn  in  his  address  recommended: — 
Better  and  more  thorough  training  for  pharmacists,  more  active  in- 
terest and  work  in  regards  to  National  and  State  legislation.  Uniform 
Pure  Food  and  Drug  Laws  in  all  the  states.  Cordial  and  friendly 
relations  with  all  kindred  associations.  In  regard  to  medical  dis- 
pensing, President  Huhn  did  not  favor  this  and  as  regards  our  re- 
lations to  the  Medical  Fraternity  he  said: — "In  contemplaing  the  past 
year  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  much  oportunity  for  deep  thought  for  the 
future  confronts  us.  While  we  are  not  willing  to  admit  the  justice  of 
the  charge  of  duplicity,  proferred  by  some  of  the  medical  fraternity, 
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we  are  brought  to  the  full  ralization  of  the  necessity  of  educating  our 
members  to  perfect  consistency  in  their  efforts  for  better  and  closer 
relations  with  the  medical  fraternity.  The  propoganda  movement  is  for 
higher  and  better  pharmacy,  for  the  prescribing  by  the  physician  of 
standard  preparations  and  remedies,  for  the  elimination  by  the  pharma- 
cist of  all  practices  that  enroach  upon  the  legitimate  field  of  the  phy- 
sician. All  of  this  is  not  solely  for  monetary  gain,  but  for  the  safety 
and  protection  of  the  people.  If  we  are  to  merit  the  co-operation  of  the 
physicians  in  attaining  the  ideal  conditions  we  must  so  conduct  our  sev- 
eral businesses  as  to  absolutely  justify  our  position.  We  must  be 
careful  in  the  endorsement  we  give  so  called  ready  made  medicines. 
We  must  caution  the  druggist  in  allowing  the  use  of  his  name  in  the 
advertising  of  medicinal  proprietaries.  In  this  statement  we  intend 
no  reflection  on  the  legitimate  proprietary  business.  It  is  conceded 
by  most  honest  thinking  men  in  medicine  and  pharmacy  that  there  is 
a  legitimate  field  for  certain  household  remedies  that  are  absolutely 
safe  in  the  hands  of  the  laity  and  we  might  add  almost  indispensable. 

The  more  recently  enacted  laws  have  vastly  purified  the  ready 
made  medicines  and  made  self-medication  less  dangerous,  but  the 
harm  lies  in  the  flowery  advertising  which  claims  absolute  curative 
powers  and  often  leads  to  great  damage.  The  retail  drug  business 
in  all  of  its  up-to-date  ramfications  carries  a  wide  assortment  of  mer- 
chandise and  the  druggist  must  be  honest  with  himself,  honest  with 
the  physician,  and  honest  with  the  laity  in  featuring  and  extend- 
ing the  various  departments  of  his  business.  These  are  N.  A.  R.  D. 
principles   founded  upon  justice. 

Chain  Store  Co-operation.  In  regard  to  this  subject,  President 
Huhn  said :  "This  question  has  been  occupying  a  very  prominent 
position  together  with  the  chain  store  idea  during  the  past  year.  It 
would  appear  that  the  logical  conclusion  based  on  sound  reasoning 
leads  to  co-operation  on  the  part  of  smaller  dealers  in  protecting 
themselves  against  the  syndicating  of  capital,  in  operating  chain 
stores." 

The  third  sitting  of  the  convention  was  taken  up  with  the  Secre- 
tary's report  and  the  appointment  of  the  following  committees: — 
Resolutions,  Nomination,  Finance.  The  secrtary's  report  showed  that 
during  the  year,  two  local  associations  had  withdrawn  from  affilia- 
tion, the  Norwich,  Conn.,  and  the  Philadelphia  associations.  Sixteen 
local  associations  had  been  added,  while  the  number  of  state  asso- 
ciations had  remained  unchanged.  The  report  showed  that  the  pres- 
ent membership  of  State  Associations  was  35.  Membership,  total  in 
local  associations,  1030.  Percentage  of  gain  in  total  membership  for 
the  year  was  1  3-5  per  cent.  The  Philadelphia  Association  withdrew 
shortly  after  the  A.  D.  S. — N.  A.  R.  D.  trouble  but  their  membership 
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was  divided  and  those  that  adhered  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  organized  an- 
other Philadelphia  Association  and  had  their  representatives  at  this 
meeting.  Since  the  1910  convention  though,  the  cause  for  withdrawal 
has  all  been  smoothed  over  and  to-day  there  is  only  one  loyal  N.  A. 
R.  D.  Association  in  Philadelphia. 

Being  the  only  one  of  your  delegates  in  attendance  upon  the  Pitts- 
burg meeting,  I  was  named  on  all  of  the  three  important  committees. 

The  fourth  sitting  was  held  on  Wednesday  morning  and  was 
taken  up  with  the  report  of  the  National  Legislation  committee.  This 
committee  gave  an  outline  of  the  work  they  had  accomplished  at 
Washington  in  defeating  the  Parcels  Post  and  other  undesirable  bills. 
This  committee  suggested  that  strenuous  efforts  be  made  to  prevent 
whiskey  from  being  sold  for  any  purpose  in  drug  stores.  That  the 
pharmacy  laws  be  amended  in  such  a  way  as  to  clearly  define  grocer's 
and  general  store  drugs,  and  to  make  it  illegal  for  grocers  and  general 
stores  to  sell  or  dispense  any  proprietary  not  mentioned  as  grocers 
and  general  store  drugs,  that  efforts  be  made  to  have  board  mem- 
bers paid  by  salary  rather  than  in  fees ;  that  all  fees  accrueing  for 
examinations,  reciprocal  exchanges,  etc.,  constitute  a  fund  for  the 
prosecution  of  any  violations  of  the  drug  and  pharmacy  laws. 

The  fifth  sitting  was  taken  up  with  the  report  of  the  U.  S.  P.  and 
N.  F.  propoganda  committee.  The  report  was  a  creditable  one,  show- 
ing what  had  been  accomplished  and  what  could  be  accomplished  from 
die  work  as  outlined  by  the  committee.  The  propaganda  work  has 
been  very  successful  in  bringing  before  the  physicians  the  importance 
of  prescribing  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  preparations  only. 

The  sixth  sitting  of  the  convention  was  taken  up  with  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  credentials.  This  committee  reported  231  delegates, 
representing  91  associations.  The  committee  reported  that  the  state 
associations  from  New  York  and  North  Carolina  had  representatives 
there  but  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  convention  be- 
cause their  dues  had  not  been  paid.  After  hearing  this  I  at  once 
went  to  the  chairman  and  upon  investigation  we  found  no  credit  for 
dues  from  the  N.  C.  Association.  I  gave  my  personal  note  for  the 
amount  of  this  association's  dues  and  everything  was  all  right.  It 
was  afterwards  found  that  the  dues  had  been  paid  but  not  credited. 
The  nominating  committee  was  called  to  report  on  nominations  for 
the  election  of  officers  for  1910-1911.  I  attended  this  meeting  and  it 
was  quite  a  lively  one.  The  A.  D.  S.  people  led  by  Mr.  Wm.  Muir,  of 
New  York,  placed  in  nomination  Mr.  H.  B.  Guilford,  of  Rochester, 
N.  Y.  These  that  were  opposed  to  A.  D.  S.  running  the  con- 
vention placed  in  nomination  Mr.  T.  S.  Armstrong,  of  New  Jersey. 
It  was  a  very  close  fight  and  resulted  in  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Guil- 
ford by  just  one  vote.     I  think  the  vote  in  the  committee  room  stood 
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13  to  14.  The  other  nominations  were  made  without  any  objections 
and  are  as  follows : —  Vice-presidents :  C.  P.  Gladding,  of  Connecti- 
cut; P.  G.  Walter,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  E.  A.  Bernius,  of  Missouri; 
for  secretary,  T.  H.  Potts  of  Illinois.  For  treasurer,  H.  I.  Leith,  of 
Rhode  Island;  for  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  C.  F.  Mann 
of  Michigan;  C.  H.  Huhn,  of  Minnesota;  H.  C.  Shuptrine,  of  Georgia; 
A.  E.  Zuber,  of  Illinois.  T.  F.  Hagenow,  of  Missouri;  and  Henry 
Merritt  of  Pennsylvania.  These  gentlemen  were  all  elected  with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  T.  F.  Hagenow,  who  was  defeated  on  the  floor  of  the 
Convention  by  E.  H.  Thiesing,  of  Cincinnatti,  Ohio.  The  election  of 
officers  was  held  on  Thursday  evening — the  seventh  sitting,  and  at  the 
same  sitting  the  committee  on  resolutions  brought  in  a  long  report.  I 
will  not  take  your  time  to  give  this  report  in  its  entirety  but  will 
mention  only  a  few  of  the  recommendations,  all  of  which  was 
adopted   by  the   convention. 

ATTITUDE  TOWARD   CO-OPERATIVE    MOVEMENTS 

Whereas  sections  4  and  5  of  article  11  of  the  constitution  of  the  N. 
A.  R.  D.  read :  To  unite  the  representative  of  associations  of  retail 
druggists  in  the  United  States  in  a  central  body  for  the  improvement 
of  business  conditions  in  the  retail  drug  trade.  To  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  having  similiar  aims  and,  Whereas,  in  conformity 
with  these  objects  the  co-operation  of  the  National  Wholesale  Drug- 
gists Association  and  the  Proprietary  Association  of  America  was 
sought  and  promised  in  what  was  designed  the  tripartite  plan  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  harmonious  conditions  in  the  obtaining  of  at 
least  a  minimum  profit  for  all,  and, 

Whereas,  after  several  years  of  effort  upon  the  part  of  the  N.  A.  R. 
D.  the  said  triportite  plan  failed  of  its  purpose  for  lack  of  proper  sup- 
port by  the  parties  interested,  and, 

Whereas,  the  discredited  tripartite  plan  was  succeeded  by  the  di- 
rect contract  price  protected  plan,  which  in  turn  was  earnestly  en- 
couraged and  caried  along  by  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  but  which  failed  to 
secure  the  support  from  the  other  branches  of  the  drug  trade  which  we 
have  a  right  to  expect,  and, 

Whereas,  this  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  organizations  interested 
to  properly  co-operate  made  it  necessary  for  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  in  self- 
protection  for  its  members,  to  adopt  at  its  Louisville  convention  the 
following   preamble   and    resolutions,    viz. : 

Whereas,  the  evident  success  of  a  number  of  co-operative  buying 
clubs  and  manufacturing  companies,  owned  and  controlled  by  retail 
druggists,  has  made  this  subject  of  vital  importance  to  all  retail  drug- 
gists, be  it 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Association  re-affirms  its  previous  declar- 
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ation  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  as  an  organization  should  not  enter  this 
field  of  work  or  become  directly  connected  with  any  organization 
engaged  in  the  same,  we  approve  of  co-operative  organizations  of 
retail  druggists,  the  object  of  which  is  to  carry  out  one  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  this  organization  to  improve  the  business  conditions  of  the 
retail  drug  trade,  and  that  we  co-operate  with  such  organizations  as 
far  as  practicable,  and 

Whereas  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  has  during  the  current  con- 
vention year  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  been  seized  upon  by  its  enemies 
and  its  bearing  distorted  out  of  all  proportion  to  its  real  meaning  in 
a  malicious  manner,  and, 

Whereas  the  editors  of  certain  medical  and  pharmaceutical  journals 
have  printed  statements  in  which  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  been  placed 
in  a  false  and  misleading  light  before  physicians  and  unthinking  drug- 
gists, and 

Whereas  all  of  these  conditions  have  militated  against  the  welfare 
of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  its  membership  and  have  injured  both  in  the 
estimation   of   misinformed   physicians,   and, 

Whereas  the  situation  demands  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  express  more 
completely  its  attitude  towards  co-operative  organizations  of  retail 
druggists,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That,  believing  it  to  be  right  and  proper,  and  in  con- 
formity with  the  policies  of  this  Association,  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  reaffirms 
its  declaration  made  at  the  Lousisville  convention  on  co-operative 
buying  clubs  and  manufacturing  companies. 

Resolved,  That  in  thus  approving  of  business  enterprises  that  are  of 
such  unquestionable  value  to  pharmacists,  this  Association  does  not 
in  any  way  endorse  or  encourage  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  harm- 
ful nostrums,  fake  preparations,  remedies  in  general  that  contain 
habit-forming  drugs  or  tend  to  increase  harmful  self-medication. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  no  injury  to 
the  propoganda  movement  can  ever  come  from  the  acts  of  true  posi- 
tion [!]  taken  by  his  association,  but  that  unwarranted,  untrue  and 
misleading  attacks,  one  upon  the  other,  issuing  from  an  humble  in- 
dividual or  one  high  in  official  ranks,  tend  to  wreck  every  effort  for 
more  cordial  relations  and  concerted  action  between  physicians  and 
pharmacists. 

Resolved,  That,  realizing  the  ease  with  which  mistakes  may  be  made 
and  the  willingness  of  all  honest  and  honorable  men  to  rectify  mis- 
takes, particularly  those  that  work  injury  to  others,  we  hereby  call 
upon  the  editor  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
to  place  this  Association  and  its  attitude  toward  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  its  proper  position  before  his  constituents. 

Resolved,  That  while  it  may  be  the  policy  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  lend 
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helpful  aid,  it  should  ever  be  established  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  shall  in 
no  sense  be  regarded  as  endorsing  or  guaranteeing  the  reputability  or 
standing  of  an  commercial  enterprise  whatsoever,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  should  at  all 
times  be  empowered,  in  so  far  as  its  power  and  judicial  functions  lie, 
to  safeguard  the  interests  of  its  members  by  sounding  a  note  of  warn- 
ing whenever  it  shall  become  satisfied,  upon  investigation,  that  its 
members  are  in  danger  of  having  their  financial  holdings  imperiled  or 
their  confidence  misplaced  through  fraudulent  claims  or  evidence  of 
mismanagement  of  enterprises  built  or  established  through  the  co- 
operations of  its  members. 

SALE   OF    NARCOTICS    AND    HABIT    FORMING    DRUGS 

Whereas  pharmacists  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  sale,  distribu- 
tion and  use  of  habit-forming  drugs  to  an  extent  that  injury  to  many 
unsuspecting  persons  may  result,  and, 

Whereas  pharmacists  have  aided  in  the  enacting  and  have  earnestly 
supported  laws  tending  to  prevent  drug  habituation,  and, 

Whereas  existing  laws  do  not  prevent  the  public  from  obtaining 
habit-forming  drugs  in  such  condition  and  quantity  as  to  cause  them  to 
become  drug  slaves. 

Resolved,  That  this  association  favors  legislation  that  will  safeguard 
the  public  by  preventing  any  person,  even  a  licensed  physician,  from 
dispensing,  distributing,  or  selling  habit-forming  drugs,  except  under 
proper   restrictions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Association  use  its  efforts  to  have  passed  an  in- 
terstate anti-narcotic  law,  the  terms  of  which  will  prohibit  all  illegiti- 
mate traffic  in  narcotics  and  habit-forming  drugs  and  confine  their 
sales  and  uses  to  proper  channels  and  strictly  medicinal  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  recommends  to  its  members  that 
they  discourage,  as  far  as  possible,  the  sale  and  use  of  "patent"  medi- 
cines that  contain  habit-forming  drugs,  particularly  those  which  are 
intended   for  administration  to  infants. 

Resolved,  That  the  legal  department  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  be  em- 
powered to  actively  engage  in  co-operative  measures  with  legislative 
committees  of  State  pharmaceutical  associations,  advocating  neces- 
sary amendments  to  the  State  pharmacy  laws  requiring  the  restric- 
tions of  all  sales  of  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons,  including  proprietary 
remedies,  to  registered  pharmacists  exclusively. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  favor  national  legislation  that  will  pre- 
vent the  indiscriminate  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  habit-forming 
drugs. 
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Resolved,  That  our  legislative  committee  be  instructed  to  propose 
such  changes  in  pending  legislation  on  this  subject  as  will  best  con- 
serve the  interest"  of  the  public. 

FEDERAL   DEPARTMENT   OF    PUBLIC    HEALTH 

Whereas  it  is  proposed  to  establish  one  department  or  division  of 
the  national  government  to  be  in  control  of  all  of  the  activities  which 
relate  to  the  public  health,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  proper  co-relation 
of  these  activities  and  their  more  efficient  administration,  and 
Whereas  we  are  vitally  concerned  in  such  proposed  legislation, 
Resolved,  That  our  committee  on  national  legislation  carefully  con- 
sider said  proposed  legislation  and,  if  necessary,  prepare  and  submit 
amendments  thereto,  to  the  end  that  in  the  organization  of  such  de- 
partment or  government  division,  pharmacy  be  properly  recognized 
and  represented,  and  to  the  end,  further,  that  the  public  interests  and 
welfare  be  properly  safeguarded. 

COUNTER-PRESCRIBING  AND  OFFICE  DISPENSING 

Resolved,  That  the  laws  on  the  statute  books  which  prohibit  under 
penalties  the  diagnosing  and  prescribing  for  the  sick  by  pharmacists, 
hereby  receive  our  fullest  commendation  and  the  reasonable  and  proper 
enforcement  of  them  our  unqualified  support. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  is  also  opposed  to  the  general  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  medicines  by  physicians  and  hereby  calls 
upon  physicians  to  reciprocate  by  preventing  as  far  as  practicable  the 
compounding,  dispensing,  distribution  and  sale  of  medicines  by  phy- 
sicians. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  the  State 
boards  of  health  and  pharmacy  should  co-operate  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  medical  practice  act  and  pharmacy  law  to  the  extent  that  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  each  profession  are  preserved  and  the  inter- 
ests of  the  public  safeguarded. 

ACTION  OF  U.    S.   P.   C.   TRUSTEES 

Whereas  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  at  the  appointed  time  and  at  the  proper 
place  did  make  formal  aplication  to  the  U.  S.  P.  board  of  trustees  for 
admission  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  delegates  to  the  U.  S.  P.  convention, 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and, 

Whereas  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  fully  believing  it  was  acting  clearly  within 
its  prerogative  in  formally  requesting  the  admission  of  its  delegates, 
and 

Whereas  the  U.  S.  P.  board  of  trustees  declined  to  recommend  to 
the  U.  S.  P.  convention  the  admission  of  N.  A.  R.  D.  delegates,  there- 
fore be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  in  annual  convention  assembled, 
views  with  alarm  the  tremendous  power  exercised  by  this  board  of 
trustees  under  sanction  of  law;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  action  of  the  U.  S.  P.  board  of  trustees  in  re- 
fusing to  recommend  the  admission  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  delegates  to 
the  U.  S.  P.  convention  meets  with  our  severe  disapprobation,  and 
that  we  are  forced  to  consider  the  act  as  a  very  unfriendly  one,  and 
an  unwarranted  reflection  upon  our  national  association. 

NATIONAL   LEGISLATION 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  national  legislation  be  appointed 
as  soon  as  possible  after  each  year's  convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  work  for  the  bill  raising  the  status  and  increas- 
ing the  pay  of  pharmacists  in  the  government's  employ  be  continued 
by  the  committee. 

Resolved,  That  all  parcels  post  bills  continue  to  receive  the  vigorous 
opposition  of  the  drug  trade. 

Resolved,  That  the  patent  laws  be  amended  in  accordance  with  the 
well  established  views  of  the  association  as  outlined  by  its  conventions 
for  several  years. 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  an  amendment  to  the  Sherman  anti-trust 
law  so  that  this  act  will  not  interfere  with  the  small  merchant  who 
seeks  protection  and  not  destruction  from  large  monopolies. 

CO-OPERATION   WITH  PHYSICIANS  AND  PROPAGANDIC  WORK 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  favors  consultation  and  co-operation 
with  the  medical  profession  looking  to  the  formation  of  sane,  honest 
and  practical  legislation. 

Resolved,  That  propagandic  work  be  continued  in  a  most  general 
and  aggressive  manner. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  impress  upon  our  members  the  value 
of  holding  frequent  local  meetings  and  getting  together  meetings  with 
physicians. 

STATE    FOOD    AND    DRUG    LAWS 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  favors  uniformity  in  the  pure  drug 
acts  of  the  various  states,  and  that  State  boards  of  pharmacy  be  em- 
powered to  enforce  such  acts  and  have  power  to  control  the  character 
of  all  drugs  sold  or  distributed  to  the  public. 

PHARMACISTS    IN    PUBLIC    AFFAIRS 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  our  members  the  necessity  of  taking 
an  active  interest  in  political  affairs  and  of  having  representation  in 
our  legislative  halls. 
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Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  pharmacy 
may  be  given  representation  on  the  various  state  and  local  boards  of 
health. 

LIABILITY  INSURANCE 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  shall  not  attempt  any  form  of 
liability  insurance. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  shall  not  approve  endorse  or  recom- 
mend any  enterprise  along  the  line  of  liability  insurance,  whether  the 
same  be  by  co-operation  among  druggists  or  otherwise,  unless  it  be 
by  a  regularly  incorporated  casualty  company,  possessing  ample  capi- 
talization to  place  it  upon  a  substantial  basis,  enabling  the  company  to 
comply  with  legal  requirements  and  providing  for  its  safety  and  per- 
manency. 

Resolved,  That  whereas  affiliated  associations  have  secured  consid- 
erable advantage  by  reduction  in  rates  for  liability  insurance  from  ex- 
isting companies  through  local  agreements,  we  recommend  to  our  affil- 
iated associations  that  they  endeavor  to  secure  similiar  advantages 
for  their  membership  in  their  respective  communities  and  that  this  asso- 
ciation lend  all  possible  aid  to  that  end  where  and  whenever  requested. 


Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  endorse  the  sentiment  expressed 
by  our  executive  committee  that  we  stand  to  enforce  our  sound  con- 
victions rather  than  begging  indulgence  from  anyone. 

Resolved,  That  price  protection,  propaganda  work,  and  legislation 
continue  to  be  the  prominent  issues  of  this  association. 

Whereas  price  protection  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  impor- 
objects  of  this  association. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  action  of  proprietors  and  manu- 
facturers who  have  honestly  and  effectively  supported  this  principle. 

PHARMACAL    EDUCATIONAL    STANDARDS 

Resolved,  That  the  educational  standards  for  pharmacists  be  raised 
in  conformity  with  the  demands  upon  the  profession. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  efforts  for  more  uniformity  in 
pharmaceutical  teaching  and  examinations  as  are  secured  by  a  na- 
tional pharmaceutical  syllabus 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  commend  the  efforts  of  the  national 
association  of  boards  of  pharmacy  for  greater  uniformity  in  examina- 
tions and  more  general  reciprocity  between  the  various  boards  • 
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LIQUOR    SALES 

Whereas  under  the  internal  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States 
retail  druggists  are  compelled  to  classify  themselves  as  retail  liquor 
dealers,  and, 

Whereas  such  classification  is  not  correct,  but  leads  to  confusion  and 
misunderstanding. 

Resolved,  That  we  direct  our  legislative  committee  to  endeavor  to 
secure  such  modification  of  the  internal  revenue  laws  as  will  give  to 
the  retail  drug  trade  a  more  appropriate  title  under  these  laws. 

Resolved,  That  we  reaffirm  our  oft  repeated  declaration  that  we  are 
opposed  to  the  sale  in  retail  drug  stores  of  intoxicating  liquors  for 
other  than  medicinal  purposes. 

Panama  exposition 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  approve  the  idea  of  a  world's  Panama 
exposition  and  pledge  it  our  moral  support  and  assistance. 

Resolved,  That  New  Orleans  being  the  gateway  for  a  large  part  of 
the  import  and  export  commercee  of  the  United  States,  and  in  close 
proximity  to  the  canal  we  suggest  that  New  Orleans  be  given  con- 
sideration in  selecting  a  place  for  such  exposition. 

The  committee  also  condemned  the  action  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  in  presenting  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  the  impression  abroad  among  physicians  and  the  public 
being  that  the  A.  D.  S.  is  at  the  head  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  having 
launched  their  own  preparations,  in  competition  with  other  prepara- 
tions, therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  is 
opposed  to  continued  affiliation  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  if  the  officers  of 
the  same  continued  to  be  affiliated  with  the  A.  D.  S.  or  similiar  or- 
ganization. 

FRATERNAL    RELATIONS 

Resolved,  That  we  foster  and  encourage  most  cordial  and  fraternal 
relations  with  all  associations  and  organizations  which  have  for  their 
object  the  welfare  of  professional  or  commercial  pharmacy. 

CONVENTION     MATTERS 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  future  nomi- 
nating committees  hold  at  least  two  sessions,  one  for  organization  and 
another   for  nomination. 

Resolved,  That  we  suggest  to  the  committee  on  badges  at  future 
N.  A.  R.  D.  conventions  that  provision  be  made  for  space  in  which 
the  wearer's  name  and  address  can  be  placed  on  such  badge. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  if  I  did  not  tell  you  what  fine 
entertainment  arrangements  were  made  for  the  visitors.  The  enter- 
tainment at  this  meeting  by  the  local  druggists  of  Pittsburg,  was  the 
best  yet.  It  was  as  follows: — Monday  evening;  Reception  by  Western 
Pennsylvania  Retail  Druggists  Associations.  Tuesday  evening;  Auto- 
mobile ride  over  the  city  for  the  ladies.  Tuesday  night;  A  dance. 
Wednesday  afternoon;  Theatre  party  for  the  ladies.  Wednesday 
night,  Ride  on  the  cars  to  the  grounds  where  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Exposition  was  being  held,  and  after  inspecting  the  exhibits,  etc., 
a  concert  was  given  by  Walter  Damrosch's  orchestra.  Thursday  morn- 
ing the  visitors  were  given  a  trip  to  the  great  pickle  establishment  of 
Heinz,  better  known  as  the  home  of  57  varieties,  where  lunched  was 
served.  Thursday  night  a  banquet  was  tendered  to  the  gentlemen  in 
the  English  Room  of  the  Fort  Pitt  Hotel,  while  the  ladies  were  en- 
tertained at  a  card  party.  Friday  morning  was  taken  up  with  a  trol- 
ley ride  over  the  city.  Friday  night  brought  to  a  close  the  week's 
pleasure  and  work  with  a  grand  excursion  on  the  "Monongahela 
River,"  which  gave  an  opportunity  to  see  the  great  industries  of 
Pittsburg — the  steel  mills  in  full  blast  at  night.

The  President:  The  Legislative  Committee  will  make 
their  report. 

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

We,  your  Legislative  Committee,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

As  instructed  by  you  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,  we 
had  our  attorney  to  draw  up  for  us  an  amendment  to  our  Pharmacy 
Law,  giving  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  discretionary  power  to  rein- 
state after  revocation  of  license.  This  bill  was  enacted  into  law 
and  was  as   follows : — 
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A  Bill  to  be  entitled  An  Act  to  amend  section  forty  four  eighty 
four  of  the  Revisal  of  1905,  relating  to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: — 

Section  i.  That  section  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  of  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  Section  the 
following : — 

Provided,  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  its  discretion,  shall  have 
power  to  issue  a  license  or  permit,  or  renewal  thereof,  to  any  person 
whose  license  or  permit  has  been  revoked  by  operation  of  law,  or  by 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  or  whose  renewal  thereof  has  been  refused 
by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from 
the  date  of  such  revocation  of  license  or  permit,  or  refusal  of  a  re- 
newal thereof,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  such  person  is  entitled  to 
such  license  or  permit  or  to  a  renewal  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  this  the  27th  day  of  February,  A.  D.,  191 1. 

We  also  had  introduced  as  requested  by  you  a  bill  to  prevent  the 
distribution  of  samples  of  patent  medicines  unless  said  samples  were 
handed  to  an  adult.  This  we  thought  to  be  a  good  bill  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public.  It  passed  the  House  but  was  opposed  in  the 
Senate,  and,  therefore,   failed  to  become  a  law. 

Dr.  A.  A.  Kent,  Representative  of  Caldwell  County,  introduced  in 
the  House  a  bill  to  be  entitled,  "An  act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  near- 
beer,  beerine  and  other  like  drinks." 

If  this  bill  had  not  contained  some  provisions  of  the  State  Anti- 
Narcotic  Law,  which  materially  affects  the  retail  drug  trade,  we 
would  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  but  when  we  found  that  it 
vitally  affected  the  interest  of  the  druggists,  inasmuch  as  it  con- 
tained provisions  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  certain  preparations,  also 
of  soft  drinks  sold  at  the  fountains,  we  had  to  devote  a  good  deal 
of  time  in  getting  it  so  amended,  that  all  objectionable  features  of  the 
bill  would  be  eliminated. 

This  was  done,  the  bill  was  passed  and  became  a  law,  and  was  as 
follows : 

A    BILE    TO    BE    ENTITLED,    "AN    ACT    TO    PROHIBIT    THE    SALE    OE    NEAR-BEER, 
BEERINE   AND   OTHER   LIKE   DRINKS." 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  Enact: 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  firm 
or  corporation  to  sell  or  dispose  of  for  gain,  near-beer,  beerine,  or 
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other  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  or  mixtures  of  any  kind,  and 
under  whatsoever  name  called,  that  shall  contain  alcohol,  or  cocaine,  or 
morphine  or  other  opium  derivative,   except  as   herein  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation,  who  is  engaged  in  the  sale  of  any  kind  of  drinks,  to  re- 
fuse to  allow  any  person  to  carry  away  from  the  place  where  said 
drinks  are  being  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  any  package  or  quantity  of 
any  size  of  said  drink  which  has  been  bought  and  paid  for;  and  if  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  refuse  to  allow  said  package  or 
quantity  of  said  drink  to  be  carried  away  from  the  place  of  sale,  it 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  in  any 
County  in  the  State,  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  for  each  and 
every  offense,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court :  Provided,  that  this  act 
shall  not  be  construed  to  forbid  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  ferment- 
ed, or  malt  liquors  or  intoxicating  bitters  by  a  legalized  medical  deposi- 
tory, or  by  any  licensed  and  registered  pharmacist  for  sickness  upon  the 
written  prescription  of  a  regularly  licensed  and  actively  practicing  phy- 
sician or  surgeon  having  the  person  for  whom  said  prescription  is 
made  under  his  charge,  which  said  prescription  shall  specify  the  amount 
of  spirits  required;  and  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  any  alcoholic  liquor  to  any  legalized  medical  depository  or 
to  any  licensed  or  registered  pharmacist,  or  any  cocaine  or  morphine  or 
other  opium  derivative  to  any  registered  pharmacist;  and  that  this 
act  shall  not  be  construed  to  forbid  the  sale  of  cocaine,  morphine  or 
other  opium  derivative  by  a  licensed  pharmacist  upon  a  written  pre- 
scription by  a  regular  licensed  physician  or  surgeon :  Provided  further, 
that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  domestic  wines  when  sold  in 
quantity  of  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  gallons  in  sealed  pack- 
age or  crated,  on  the  premises  where  manufactured,  or  to  the  sale  of 
cider  in  any  quantity  by  the  manufacturer  from  fruits  grown  on  his 
land  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  or  to  the  sale  of  wine  to  any 
minister  of  religion  or  other  officer  of  a  church  when  said  wine  is 
bought  for  religious  or  sacramental  purposes,  or  to  the  sale  of  flavor- 
ing extracts  or  essences  when  sold  as  such,  or  to  the  sale  of  medi- 
cal preparations  manufactured  in  accordance  with  formulas  prescribed 
by  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  National  Formulary  which 
contain  no  more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  extract  the  medical  prop- 
erties of  the  drug  contained  in  such  preprations,  and  no  more  alcohol 
than  is  necessary  to  hold  the  medical  agents  in  solution.  And  which 
are  manufactured  and  sold  as  medicines  and  not  as  beverages  or  to 
the  sale  of  any  medical  preparation  which  is  manufactured,  sold  and 
used  as  a  medicine  and  not  as  a  beverage,  or  to  the  sale  of  carbonated 
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drinks  that  conatin  no  more  than  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent,  of  alcohol, 
and  in  which  drinks  a  flavoring  agent  is  used,  in  the  manufacturing 
of  which  flavoring  agent  alcohol  is  used  to  dissolve  and  hold  in  solu- 
tion or  to  extract  from  the  crude  material  said  flavoring  agent. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven. 

A  bill  was  introduced  a  few  days  before  adjournment  allowing 
physicians  holding  permits  in  towns  of  500  or  less  to  employ  un- 
registered pharmacists  to  fill  prescriptions  and  otherwise  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  drug  store.  After  conferring  with  the  introducer  of 
the  bill  and  informing  him  that  if  he  insisted  upon  its  passage  we 
would  have  to  fight  it,  he  consented  to  withdraw  it. 

A  bill  was  introduced  appropriating  $5,000  for  free  anti-toxin.  We 
appeared  before  the  committee  and  spoke  in  opposition  to  it.  $1,000 
was  appropriated  for  this  purpose  in  the  General  Board  of  Health 
Bill. 

Each  member  of  our  Legislative  Committee  received  the  following 
letter  from  Mr.  W.  M.  Allen,  State  Food  Chemist. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  Feb.  2,  191 1. 
Dear  Sir: 

You  are  no  doubt  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a  good  State 
food  and  drug  law.  We  have  had  a  very  small  fund  which  is  in- 
sufficient for  the  enforcement  of  the  food  law,  and  no  appropriation 
at  all  for  the  drug  work.  For  that  reason  the  law  has  not  been  en- 
forced. There  was  a  bill  before  the  last  legislature  providing  for  an 
appropriation  of  $5000  for  the  drug  work,  but  it  failed  to  pass.  Now 
there  is  a  deficit  of  $300,000  in  the  State  Treasury.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances do  you  think  it  would  be  possible  to  get  a  direct  appro- 
priation from  the  legislature  for  the  drug  work?  If  not,  do  you 
think  of  any  plan  that  could  be  suggested  to  the  legislature  by  which  a 
small  revenue  could  be  produced  for  this  work? 

I  was  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  at  the  last  meeting  to 
study  the  situation  and  see  if  a  plan  could  be  devised  by  which  funds 
could  be  had  for  the  enforcement  of  the  food  and  drug  law.  I 
would  greatly  appreciate  any  suggestion  that  you  could  make  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter.  Kindly  let  me  hear  from  you  as  early  as  possible.

Upon  receipt  of  this  letter  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  called 
upon  Mr.  Allen,  who  showed  him  a  bill  which  he  had  drafted  amend- 
ing the  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act.    This  bill  proposed  a  tax  of  $10.00

upon  every  patent  medicine,  in  order  to  raise  revenue  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  said  Act.  Your  Chairman  stated  that  our  Committee  would 
never  support  a  bill  like  the  one  he  had  drafted,  but  suggested  that  he 
give  him  a  copy  of  it  for  each  member  of  the  Committee  that  he  might 
send  it  to  them,  calling  them  together  in  Raleigh  to  discuss  the  matter 
before  the  introduction  of  any  bill  along  this  line.     This  was  done. 

On  the  evening  of  the  very  day  upon  which  he  received  these  copies 
of  the  proposed  bill  as  drafted  by  Mr.  Allen,  Mr.  Hancock  (chairman) 
met  Mr.  J.  F.  Sprague,  who  asked  him  if  he  had  heard  of  such  a  bill. 
Mr.  H.  replied  that  he  had  and  that  he  had  a  copy  of  it  in  his  pocket. 
Mr.  Sprague  then  asked  if  he  might  see  it  and  upon  having  this  re- 
quest granted  he  further  requested  that  he  be  allowed  to  keep  it  until 
the  following  morning  that  he  might  read  it  more  carefully.  To  this 
Mr.  Hancock  also  consented.  The  bill  was  then  printed  by  Mr.  Sprague 
or  someone  else  before  any  such  bill  had  been  introduced  (indeed  it 
could  never  have  been  introduced  with  our  endorsement)  and  sent  all 
over  the  State. 

Our  Committee  responded  promptly  to  the  call  and  met  in  Raleigh. 
We  had  a  conference  with  Mr.  Allen,  stating  to  him  that  we  could 
not  endorse  the  bill  as  drawn  by  him,  because  we  felt  sure  it  would 
not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  profession  in  the  State.  We  told 
him  further  if  it  was  his  decided  intention  to  introduce  a  bill  along 
this  line  our  Committee  would  get  together  and  draft  one  which  we 
thought  would  meet  the  approval  of  the  druggists  of  the  state. 

We  then  had  another  Conference  at  the  Yarborough  House  to  which 
we  invited  Mr.  H.  T.  Hicks,  Mr.  John  F.  Sprague,  Mr.  Jenkins  of 
Shefflin  &  Co.,  and  two  representatives  of  the  Proprietary  Association 
from  whom  we  had  an  expression  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

We  next  had  the  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  called 
together  and  went  before  them  and  ask  for  a  direct  appropriation. 
We  were,  however,  assured  by  them  on  account  of  the  large  deficit, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  get  anything  at  present.  After  this  your 
Committee  met  at  Wilson  and  agreed  upon  a  bill  that  we  would  in- 
troduce if  Mr.  Allen  insisted  upon  the  introduction  of  a  bill. 

This  bill  only  put  a  small  tax  upon  such  nostrums  as  were  adver- 
tised and  sold  to  the  public  direct. 

On  our  return  to  Raleigh  we  found  that  Mr.  Allen  had  introduced 
a  bill  amending  the  Pure  Food  Law  and  leaving  the  part  referring  to 
drugs  alone.     So  the  matter  was  dropped. 

Our  reason  for  reporting  this  matter  in  detail  is  that  a  number  of 
you  received  in  printed  form  the  proposed  bill,  also  a  circular  letter 
which  was  gotten  up  by  some  one  other  than  your  committee,  signed 
by  some  of  the  Raleigh  Druggists  and  sent  all  over  the  State,  when 
no  such  bill  had  ever  been  introduced  nor  ever  would  have  been  with 
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our  consent.  It  probably  seemed  to  you,  from  the  printing  of  such 
literature  and  sending  it  all  over  the  State  by  others  than  your  au- 
thorized Committee  that  they  were  not  faithfully  attending  to  their 
duties,  when  in  truth  they  were  on  the  spot  guarding  jealously  your 
every  interest  as  they  always  have  done  and  always  will  do.  The  facts 
as  brought  out  herein  will  reveal  the  situation.

Mr.  Sprague  said  he  was  opposed  to  placing  a  tax  on 
patent  medicines;  that  if  such  was  done  the  burden  of  the 
tax  would  fall  upon  the  retail  druggists. 

Mr.  Bradham  said  there  had  been  a  misunderstanding  in 
regard  to  certain  proposed  bills  to  be  presented  to  the  leg- 
islature, and  was  glad  the  matter  had  been  brought  up  and 
satisfactorily  explained.  He  further  said  he  was  opposed 
to  putting  a  stamp  tax  on  proprietaries  shipped  into  the 
state,  or  manufactured  in  the  state,  because  the  retail  drug- 
gist would  have  it  to  pay. 

Mr.  Cordon  made  a  motion  that  the  report  be  received, 
which  was  adopted.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COUNTY  BRANCH 
ORGANIZATION 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

Gentlemen :  Your  Committee  on  County  Branch  Organization  begs 
to  report  as  follows : 

The  plan  of  organizing  county  branches  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  adopted  by  the  Ohio  Association  at  its  31st  annual 
meeting  in  1909.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  32  counties  had  been 
organized  and  282  new  members  had  joined  the  State  Association.  The 
Ohio  Association  now  has  a  membership  of  more  than  1500  and  is  said

to  be  the  strongest  of  all  the  State  Pharmaceutical  bodies.  The 
work  has  proved  so  successful  that  other  State  Associations,  among 
them  New  York  and  Missouri,  have  passed  resolutions  looking  to  the 
adoption  of  similiar  plans. 

Prof.  T.  H.  Beal  in  a  recent  editorial  on  the  State  Association  says : 

"As  a  practical  working  program,  the  plan  of  organizing  the  counties 
into  branches  of  the  State  body  is  the  one  which  promises  most  in 
the  way  of  immediate  results.  The  partial  trial  of  this  plan  in  Ohio 
has  been  a  conspicuous  success,  and  has  inspired  the  pharmacists  of 
that  State  to  provide  for  more  vigorous  efforts  in  the  future.  These 
branches  can  be  most  successfully  organized  by  the  efforts  of  a  travel- 
ling representative  who  afterwards  should  visit  each  one  at  stated 
times  during  the  year  to  set  out  the  best  methods  of  meeting  local 
conditions,  to  relate  what  other  branches  are  accomplishing  in  the 
way  of  progress,  help  adjust  local  difficulties  and  in  general  perform 
the  part  of  a  missionary  and  harmonizer.  Is  it  not  time  to  stop  play- 
ing at  organization  and  to  work  at  it  for  awhile. 

Either  the  complete  organization  of  pharmacy  will  pay  or  it  will 
not. 

"In  the  writer's  office  hangs  a  large  wall  map  of  Ohio  upon  which 
each  county  that  has  organized  a  branch  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  is  stained  a  vivid  red.  Red  was  selected  because  it  sym- 
bolizes the  arterial  current  of  vigorous  pulsating  life  and  because  the 
formation  of  county  branches  is  the  first  substantial  evidence  of  vi- 
tality in  the  body  pharmacutic  of  Ohio  for  lo  these  many  years.  When 
I  began  to  talk  county  organization  some  15  years  ago  my  enthusiasm 
only  provoked  a  smile  yet  I  believe  that  if  I  have  ever  done  anything  of 
value  for  pharmacy  it  has  been  through  my  advocacy  in  season  and 
out  of  season  of  the  plan  of  organizing  our  profession  by  county  units. 
Units  which  can  be  combined  into  one  great  organization  able  to  exe- 
cute well  and  to  bring  it  into  line  with  present  day  needs  and  op- 
portunities." 

The  President  of  the  Ohio  Association  says  in  his  annual  ad- 
dress :  "As  I  reflect  on  the  work  of  the  past  year,  I  cannot  refain 
from  expressing  some  amazement  that  we  have  so  long  hesitated  in 
adopting  a  movement  that  contemplated  going  direct  to  the  druggists 
of  the  state,  and  under  the  shade  of  their  own  fig  tree  present  the 
exact  condition  of  this  association,  its  aims  and  its  weaknesses,  as 
well  as  our  claims  lor  their  consideration,  and  asking  them  for  their 
co-operation."  The  county  plan  has  been  adopted  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  will  doubtless  eventually  be  tried  in  some 
form  by  a  large  number  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations.  The 
Committee  is  unable  to  report  what  the  expense  of  such  a  campaign 
would  amount  to,  but  should  the  Association   feel  that  the  time  has 
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arrived  when  it  should  undertake  to  organize  branches  of  the  State 
body  in  the  counties  or  groups  of  counties,  doubtless  some  arrange- 
ment might  be  made  by  which  the  organizer  would  receive  his  com- 
pensation from  the  dues  collected  from  new  members. 

The  Committee  thinks  that  the  county  branch  plan  is  an  important 
matter  for  consideration  by  this  Association.  Under  this  plan  dues  to 
the  State  Association  are  collected  through  the  officers  of  the  county 
branches.  The  Committee  thinks  it  best  to  leave  it  to  the  Association 
as  to  whether  it  were  wise  to  attempt  so  important  a  work  at  this 
time.  Should  the  Association  decide  to  adopt  the  county  branch  plan 
we  recommend  that  membership  in  the  county  branches  be  open  to  both 
active  and  associate  members  of  the  State  body  and  that  the  by-laws 
be  changed  to  require  the  same  annual  dues  from  both  associate  and 
active  members.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  active  members  be  appointed 
from  this  Association  as  a  Campaign  Committee  to  solicit  members, 
and  that  the  amount  we  have  been  paying  for  dues  and  expenses  of 
delegates  to  N.  A.  R.  D.  be  appropriated  to  pay  the  expenses  and  dis- 
continue dues  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.

Mr.  Hicks  was  in  favor  of  employing  Mr.  Hancock  to  do 
this  work,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work,  provided  such 
an  arrangement  could  be  made. 

The  matter  was  discussed  by  Messrs.  Burwell,  Hicks, 
Pearsall,  Bradham,  and  others.  The  resolution  was  finally 
adopted. 

Mr.  Zoeller  moved  that  a  committee  consisting  of  Mr. 
Horne,  the  President  of  the  Association,  and  the  Chairman 
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of  the  Executive  Committee  be  elected  to  carry  out  the  intent 
of  the  resolution. 
Adopted. 

Mir.  Bradham  introduced  the  following  resolution,  and 
after  some  discussion  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  legislation  be  instructed  to  have  pre- 
pared a  bill  and  secure  its  passage  by  the  next  General  Assembly 
amending  the  State  Pharmacy  Law  to  provide  as  follows : 

(i)  That  after  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment  there 
shall  be  two  grades  of  licensed  pharmacists,  the  higher  grade  to  be 
known  as  Pharmacist,  and  the  second  grade  as  Assistant  Pharmacist. 

(2)  That  every  pharmacist  registered  at  that  time  be  entitled  to  the 
higher  grade  license,  carrying  the  right  to  own  or  manage  a  drug  store. 

(3)  That  it  be  required  that  all  drug  stores  be  in  charge  of  a  reg- 
istered pharmacist  of  the  higher  grade — that  anyone  opening  a  new 
drug  store  in  the  State  shall  be  or  employ  a  registered  pharmacist  to 
conduct  same. 

(4)  That  an  assistant  pharmacist  shall  have  the  right  to  fill  pre- 
scriptions and  practice  pharmacy  under  the  registered  pharmacist  in 
charge  of  the  store. 

(5)  That  after  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment  in 
order  to  be  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  an  applicant  shall  be  not  less 
than  21  years  of  age;  shall  have  had  sufficient  preliminary  general  edu- 
cation, shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  phar- 
macy, shall  have  had  four  years'  experience  under  a  licensed  pharma- 
cist and  shall  also  pass  an  examination  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

(6)  That  in  order  to  be  licensed  as  an  Assistant  Pharmacist  an  ap- 
plicant shall  not  be  less  than  18  years  of  age,  shall  have  had  sufficient 
preliminary  general  education,  shall  have  had  two  years'  experience 
under  a  licensed  pharmacist,  and  he  shall  also  pass  an  examination  by 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  Howell,  the  .Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Papers 
and  Queries,  was  requested  to  make  his  report.  Several 
papers  were  read  and  referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Papers  and  Quries. 

The  Association  cannot  offer  too  much  encouragement  to  those  pre- 
senting papers,  nor  stress  too  much  the  importance  of  having  them 
read  and  discussed  at  the  meetings.  Live  associations  are  marked  by 
the  number  and  character  of  the  papers  offered  at  their  annual  meet- 
ings.    Where  too  much  time  and  space  would  be  consumed  a  brief 
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abstract  should  be  given  and  then  published.     I  recommend  that  the 
following  papers  and  abstracts  be  published.

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SHALL   ONLY    GRADUATES    IN    PHARMACY    BE 

ELIGIBLE  FOR  REGISTRATION  BY  THE 

N.  C.  STATE  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY  ? 

Richard  H.  Roth,  Ph.  G. 

Asheville,  N.  C,  July  6,  191 1. 

In  perusing  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  thirty-first  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  I  was 
pleased  to  note  that  the  quesion  of  college  education  was  being  dis- 
cussed. I  was  glad  to  note  further  that  the  discussion  was  deferred, 
to  be  taken  up  at  a  future  meeting  for  further  deliberation. 

Gentlemen :  This  is  a  wholesome  and  momentous  question,  and  of 
such  grave  importance  to  the  pharmaceutical  fraternity  of  our  state 
that  any  change  which  may  be  decided  upon  should  be  made  only  after 
the  fullest  discussion  can  be  had.  Let  every  member  of  our  Associa- 
tion arouse  himself  to  express  his  opinion  in  open  meeting,  and  after 
delberate  consideration  cast  his  or  her  vote  impartially  for  or  against 
the  requirement  of  a  college  degree  as  a  pre-requisite  to  registration 
by  our  Board. 

Being  myself  a  college  graduate  I  am  conversant  with  the  advan- 
tages which  this  affords  in  the  possession  of  theoretical  knowledge, 
and  let  me  state  at  this  point  a  fact  which  is  not  always  brought  out, 
nor  admitted,  by  non-college  men,  viz. :  that  the  college-bred  pharma- 
cist possesses,  and  indeed  it  is  one  of  the  requirements  for  graduation 
that  he  possess,  not  only  the  theoretical  knowledge,  but  also  the  prac- 
tical ability  to  perform  all  the  acts  of  identification,  mixing,  manip- 
ulation and  compounding  of  drugs  and  allied  substances,  necessary 
to  the  conduct  of  a  modern  pharmacy  or  drug  store.  You  probably 
all  know  that  most  colleges  of  pharmacy  require  of  their  students  that 
they  shall  have  served  a  certain  length  of  time  in  actual  practical 
work  in  the  pharmacy  before  they  may  enter  upon  their  study-course 
in  college,  and  no  student  may  receive  his  degree  until  the  full  require- 
ments as  to  theoretical  knowledge  and  practical  ability  have  been 
complied  with  by  examination  and  practical  demonstration. 

And  now  as  to  that  theoretical  knowledge  which  some  taboo  as 
useless  and  unnecessary  in  the  every-day  life  of  the  pharmacist :  Is 
it  indeed  useless?  Are  there  not  innumerable  instances  occurring 
daily  which  prove  its  value?  How  often  do  your  medical  friends 
step   into  your   store  seeking  information   about   certain   remedies   or 
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combinations  of  drugs  or  chemicals  they  wish  to  administer  in  some 
special  case.  They  may  ask  you  what  is  its  form,  solubility,  compat- 
ibility or  incompatibility  with  other  remedies  they  wish  to  admin- 
ister in  conjunction. 

Of  course,  it  may  be  said  there  is  the  dispensatory  and  you  can 
look  it  up  in  a  moment  and  give  the  doctor  the  desired  information,  but 
is  it  not  humiliating  to  be  compelled  to  do  that?  How  much  more 
would  your  medical  friend  esteem  you  if  you  could  show  an  extended 
knowledge  of  the  physical,  medicinal  and  chemical  properties  of  drugs 
without  a  resort  to  the  books. 

Again,  you  may  be  handed  a  prescription  and  in  mixing  the  ingre- 
dients you  notice  the  formation  of  a  precipitate,  a  change  in  color,  or 
an  effervesence.  You  should  know  whether  the  change  is  a  harmless 
one  or  not,  or  if  a  dangerous  decomposition  has  resulted,  and  be  guided 
by  your  knowledge.  If  such  mixture  be  dispensed  it  may  cause  you 
much  loss  of  prestige,  and  inconveience  as  a  result  of  lack  of  theoreti- 
cal knowledge. 

You  have  all  heard  of  cases  of  explosions  occurring  during  the  act 
of  mixing  medicines,  or  colored-fire  powders  for  pyrotechnical  dis- 
plays which  would  probably  have  been  avoided  if  the  mixer  possessed 
the  required  theoretical  knowledge  of  procedure.  And  we  must  not 
forget  that  in  the  possession  of  knowledge,  the  theoretical  has  its 
important  place  in  broadening  and  rounding  out  the  character,  adding 
vastly  to  our  moral  power,  -and  the  esteem  in  which  others  hold  us, 
and  in  which  we  hold  ourselves. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  having  brought  forth  these  few  reasons  in 
favor  of  a  college  education  to  show  that  it  tends  to  make  stronger 
and  more  competent  pharmacists,  you  will  naturally  assume  that  I 
would  incline  to  favor  it  as  a  pre-requisite  to  registration.  Not  so, 
however,  at  this  time.  I  would  hold  up  the  warning  finger  and  say, 
"  go  slow,"  for  I  do  not  believe  a  change  so  radical  should  be  made 
suddenly.  I  do  not  believe  the  state  of  North  Carolina  is  quite  ready 
for  it.  But  I  do  believe  and  would  strongly  advocate  the  encourage- 
ment on  the  part  of  preceptors  to  their  apprentices  to  attend  at  a 
college  of  pharmacy,  and  if  possible  to  take  the  degree  of  a  Ph.  G. 
They  will  never  regret  it.  It  is  certain  to  be  a  source  of  gratification 
which  will  last  as  long  as  life.  We  have  splendid  and  competent  men 
in  our  ranks  who  have  enjoyed  no  college  education,  but  I  am  sure 
they  will  agree  with  me  that  a  college  education  should  be  fostered, 
and  young  pharmaceutical  aspirants  should  be  encouraged  to  partici- 
pate in  it  when  possible. 

Gentlemen :  I  thank  you  for  your  kind  attention  and  trust  this  mat- 
ter will  receive  all  the  consideration  its  importance  demands.

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THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  PHARMACIST  AND  THE 

IMPROVEMENTS  OF  BOTH  PROFESSIONAL 

AND  COMMERCIAL  CONDITION. 

E.  L.  Tarkinton 

Complaint  is  often  made  that  pharmacists  are  not  duly  recognized 
as  professional  men.  Those  who  make  this  complaint  do  not  see 
themselves  as  others  see  them. 

A  professional  man  is  a  person  of  culture  and  attainment  and  only 
such  are  regarded  as  professional. 

Looking  over  the  body  of  pharmacists  in  North  Carolina,  or  I 
might  say  in  the  United  States,  it  is  doubtful  if  that  view  would  be 
entertained  of  them  as  a  whole.  The  public  does  not  judge  by  the  few, 
but  by  the  many. 

The  man  whose  scientific  attainments  are  measured  by  the  average 
state  board  of  pharmacy  examination  cannot  be  considered  as  either 
a  scholar  or  a  scientist.  Generally  speaking,  a  person's  status  rep- 
resents what  he  is.  He  receives  as  much  recognition  as  he  is  entitled 
to  by  reason  of  what  he  is,  he  knows,  and  what  he  does.  Many 
schools  of  pharmacy,  or  I  might  say  Quiz  pharmacy,  classes  are  being 
advertised  extensively  all  over  the  United  States,  where  young  men  go 
and  take  a  six  months  course  in  pharmacy  and  receive  license  to  prac- 
tice their  profession.  In  the  last  fifteen  years  there  has  been  an  enor- 
mous overproduction  of  ill-trained  pill  rollers. 

Let  us  either  stop  clamoring  for  recognition  as  professional  men  or 
elevate  pharmacy  to  the  dignity  of  a  profession  by  demanding  appro- 
priate scholarship  and  attainment.  The  only  difference  of  opinion 
among  us  is  as  to  the  way  to  attain  our  object. 

I  believe  the  solving  of  this  problem  would  be  to  demand  of  every 
young  man  entering  your  employ  to  come  with  such  preliminary  edu- 
cation as  is  furnished  in  our  secondary  schools,  and  when  he  has 
served  with  you  two  or  three  years  recommend  a  good  school  of 
pharmacy. 

Shall  we  take  whatever  material  that  is  offered  us  in  our  drug  stores 
and  afterwards  into  our  schools  of  pharmacy? 

Start  with  the  right  material. 

Starting  with  apprentices  who  have  no  preliminary  education,  and 
who  subsequently  dig  feverishly  into  two  or  three  quiz  compends  and 
finally  pass  triumphantly  through  the  state  board  examination. 

This  is  why  so  many  young  men  in  pharmacy  are  utterly  unprepared 
to  undertake  the  responsibility  of  the  calling. 

What's  the  use  of  having  colleges  of  pharmacy  where  young  men 
go  and  spend  money,  time,  and  two  or  three  years,  if  young  men  right 
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from  the  soda  fountain,  with  no  experience  from  the  pharmaceutical 
end  of  it,  can  take  a  six  months  quiz  course  and  pass  the  state  board? 

Gentlemen,  it  is  not  right.  Our  profession  must  be  protected  as 
well  as  the  medical  doctor  and  the  people  in  general.  You  can't  make 
a  diamond  out  of  an  emerald,  neither  can  you  produce  a  very  fine 
quality  of  pharmaceutical  practitioner  from  illy  prepared  boys. 

I'm  somewhat  of  a  predestinarian.  If  a  young  man  in  your  employ 
is  inclined  to  be  a  lawyer,  preacher,  civil  engineer,  merchant  or  artist, 
do  not  encourage  him  to  be  a  pharmacist. 

The  world  that  most  of  us  know  is  a  great  work-shop,  in  which 
each  must  find  the  job  he  is  best  fitted  to  do  and  do  it  as  well  as  he 
may. 

Whether  it  is  law,  engineering  or  selling  groceries,  if  he  feels 
that  it  is  a  great  and  useful  work  he  will  find  in  it  pleasure  and  satis- 
faction, and  unconsciously  he  will  become  one  of  the  world's  really 
valuable  workers. 

Our  former  president,  Grover  Cleveland,  began  his  business  career 
in  a  drug  store,  and  the  late  Governor  Johnson,  of  Minnesota,  served 
ten  years  in  a  drug  store.  They  found  pharmacy  was  not  their  calling 
so  they  entered  public  life  and  became  famous. 

By  encouraging  every  young  man  to  his  calling  we  will  have  better 
pharmacists,  which  will  in  the  end  tend  most  toward  our  recognition 
as  a  profession,  which  will  do  the  most  good  to  the  individuals  con- 
cerned and  to  the  community. 

Let  us  adapt  ourselves  to  the  twentieth  century  conditions.  Many 
good  pharmacists  have  found  it  hard  to  learn  how  to  conduct  their 
business  in  accordance  with  modern  methods  of  trade.  A  great  im- 
provement has  been  made  within  the  last  decade,  so  that  we  now  find 
most  drug  stores  well  kept  and  well  managed.  The  old  fogies  who 
never  took  stock,  or  who  do  not  care  about  exact  book-keeping,  who 
have  little  or  no  system  in  any  of  the  departments  of  their  business, 
are  rapidly  giving  way  to  more  progressive  men. 

Practicing  pharmacy  does  not  consist  of  pouring  medicine  from  one 
bottle  into  another  and  writing  a  new  label  for  it.  One  of  the  evils 
from  which  pharmacists  have  long  suffered,  and  one  which  has  been 
laid  at  the  door  of  physicians,  is  the  necessity  of  laying  in  a  stock  of 
different  brands  of  the  same  drug  in  order  that  they  may  be  in  a 
position  to  fill  physicians'  prescriptions.  A  feature  of  the  same  evil, 
which  is  even  worse  than  that,  is  the  necessity  of  providing,  and  at 
considerable  expense,  stock  of  short  lived  preparations  only  to  have 
them  left  on  their  shelves  half  used  up  when  the  physicians  have 
forgetten  them. 

I  believe  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  pharmacist  will  have 
to  get  the  manufacturing  habit  and  detail  physicians  on  their  own 
specialties. 
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The  National  Formulary  contains  a  fine  lot  of  formulas,  but  we 
can't  confine  ourselves  entirely  to  the  National  Formulary  as  people 
are  being  educated  to  palate-pleasing  medicines  and  physicians,  as  a 
rule,  would  prefer  giving  this  kind  if  the  preparation  has  the  thera- 
peutic properties.  An  agreeable  flavor  in  an  elixor  is  important,  but 
not  at  the  expense  of  the  therapeutic  efficiency. 

No  time  in  the  past  has  been  so  bright  as  it  is  today  for  the  phar- 
macist to  gain  the  friendship  and  confidence  of  the  physician  and  to 
get  him  to  specify  preparations  of  your  own  make  and  the  National 
Formulary.  The  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  and  the 
Council  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  stand  ready  to  help  you. 

The  danger  is  beginning  to  be  recognized  by  the  physician  in  regard 
to  prescribing  nostrums.  Only  those  physicians  whose  knowledge  of 
materia  medica  is  deficient  or  those  who  dispense  their  own  medicines 
persist  in  the  use  of  such  preparations. 

Physicians  often  prescribe  nostrums  because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient 
knowledge  of  legitimate  preparations,  and  such  preparations  are  con- 
stantly kept  before  them  by  advertising  campaignes. 

As  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina  let  us  get  the  habit  of  making 
our  preparations  and  detailing  the  physicians,  and  use  a  campaign  of 
advertising,  and  reap  the  profits  that  some  of  the  nostrum  houses  are 
getting  now.  Let  us  furnish  him  and  show  him  pharmaceutical  skill, 
furnish  him  out  of  our  laboratories  samples  that  are  true  to  name, 
that  are  as  palatable  as  human  skill  can  make  them. 

First,  last,  and  all  the  time  let  us  aggressively,  shoulder  to  shoulder, 
press  upon  the  attention  of  the  medical  profession  a  true  conception 
of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  services  of  the  pharmacist. 

A  single  idea  converted  into  action  is  doing  better  service  than  a 
thousand  ideas  that  are  unexpressed.  The  pennyworth  that  is  sold 
spells  bigger  profit  than  the  dollar's  worth  that  stays  on  the  shelf. 

A  bird  in  the  hand  is  worth  two  in  the  bush.

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COFFEE   AND    TEA. 

Lee  Davenport 

In  this  paper  many  analyses  of  tea  and  coffee  are  given.  Although 
the  market  values  of  tea  and  coffee  are  based  almost  exclusively  on 
their  aroma,  it  was  found  that  the  high  grade  teas  and  coffees  contain 
more  caffeine  than  the  low  grades.  Much  of  the  aroma  is  contained 
in  a  volatile  product  obtained  by  distilling  with  steam  under  reduced 
pressure.  The  amount  of  this  product  was  relatively  small.  Assays 
of  yaupon  were  also  made  and  the  amounts  of  caffeine  given.  The 
history  of  the  introduction  of  coffee  as  a  beverage  is  interesting.  The 
drinking  of  this  beverage  was  prohibited  by  law  in  certain  Moham- 
medan countries.  Its  popularity  demanded  later  that  this  restriction 
be  removed. 


METHODS    AND    IMPORTANCE    OF    STANDARD- 
IZING CERTAIN  OFFICIAL  DRUGS. 

D.  E.  Barkxey 

This  paper  dwells  on  the  importance  of  using  standardized  patent 
drugs.  Attention  is  called  to  the  physiological  methods  employed  for 
some,  as  digitalis,  ergot,  etc.,  and  the  chemical  assays  for  others. 
Warning  is  given  as  to  the  deceitful  appearance  of  some  drugs  which 
by  assays  were  almost  devoid  of  therapeutic  value.  A  plea  is  made  for 
standardization,  not  of  a  few,  but  all  patent  drugs. 


U.  S.  P.  &  N.  F.  PREPARATION. 

G.  W.  Walters 

Mr.  Walters  submits  a  large  number  of  these  preparations  and  their 
formulas  with  the  cost  of  making.  Pharmacists  are  urged  to  present 
samples  of  them  to  the  physicians  of  their  towns  and  urge  their  use. 
The  presenting  of  these  as  substitutes  for  certain  well  known  proprie- 
tary preparations  was  discouraged.  They  should  be  pushed  on  their 
own  merits. 
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NATIVE  DRUGS  AND  MEDICINAL  PREPARA- 
TIONS FROM  THEM. 

Cader  Rhodes 

Mr.  Rhodes  gives  a  description  of  many  of  our  native  plants,  meth- 
ods of  collecting  and  preserving  them  and  the  average  market  value. 
Attention  was  called  to  careless  gathering  and  consequent  scarcity  of 
many  of  them.  The  very  high  price  of  golden  seal  is  an  example. 
Preparations,  as  fluid  extracts  and  tinctures,  of  these  were  made. 


INSECTS  FOR  WHICH  SPRAYS,  ETC.,  CAN 
BE  USED. 

L.  E.  Hesterley 

This  paper  mentions  a  number  of  insects  infesting  our  gardens  and 
fields.  The  sprays  that  are  best  suited  to  control  or  destroy  certain 
insects  are  mentioned.  A  short  sketch  of  the  life  history  of  many 
insects  was  given. 


STANDARDIZATION  OF  OUR  DRUGS. 

F.   J.    HUNNICUTT 

This  paper  cites  the  assays  required  of  many  drugs,  and  gives  the 
assays  of  some  specimens  examined.  Attention  is  called  to  the  mis- 
leading effect  of  true  assays  that  are  placed  on  drugs  of  the  U.  S.  P. 
that  are,  under  the  U.  S.  P.  requirements,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
public  is  unaware  of  what  is  really  required.  The  difficulty  of  getting 
standards  for  drugs  that  contain  no  alkaloid  or  powerful  active  prin- 
ciple subject  to  the  usual  assays  for  such  active  principles  was  pointed 
out,  and  careful  estimates  of  the  percentage  of  gum  and  resin  in 
asafetida,  gamboge,  myrrh,  and  benzoin  were  made. 


INSECTICIDES. 

H.  G.  Coleman 


This  paper  presented  formulas  for  making  large  amounts  of  many 
useful  insecticides.  Formulas  for  small  quantities  were  then  given 
with  the  cost  of  each  per  gallon.    Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
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the  sale  of  many  substances  rightfully  confined  to  the  drug  stores  was 
taken  up  by  grocery  stores,  probably  because  close  prices  were  not 
made  to  farmers  and  others  for  these  substances  as,  for  instance, 
blue  stone  for  soaking  grain,  borax  for  skippers,  saltpetre  for  keeping 
meat,  sulphur  for  poultrymen,  paris  green  for  tobacco  growers,  etc. 
Tree  spraying  is  being  demonstrated  all  over  our  state.  The  materials 
for  this  work  can  be  put  up  in  neat  packages,  sold  at  a  good  profit, 
and  help  to  keep  for  the  drug  stores  some  of  the  trade  which  calls  for 
professional  ability.

REPORT  OF  F.  W.  HANCOCK 

SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 


Oxford,  N.  C,  June  i,  191 1. 
To  His  Excellency,  William   IV.  Kitchin,  Governor: 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  North  Carolina  Pharmacy  Law,  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1911. 

The  seventy-fifth  (75th)  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the 
Selwyn  Hotel  at  Charlotte  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  June  6,  7,  8  and  9,  1910. 

There  were  present  Messrs.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  W.  W.  Home,  C.  B. 
Miller,  I.  W.  Rose  and  F.  W.  Hancock. 

Mr.  W.  W  Home,  of  Fayetteville,  having  been  recommissioned  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  April  28,  1910, 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  office. 

A  circular  letter  was  adopted  by  the  Board  calling  the  attention  of 
the  druggists  of  the  State  to  the  fact  that  the  Board,  judging  from 
rumors  and  indefinite  reports,  believed  that  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law 
was  being  evaded  or  surreptitiously  violated  in  some  sections  of  the 
State.  Warning  was  given  in  said  circular  letter  that  violations  must 
cease  or  prosecutions  upon  sufficient  evidence  would  follow. 

Law-abiding  dealers  and  citizens,  as  well  as  the  local  authorities, 
were  asked  to  co-operate  earnestly  with  the  Board  in  suppressing 
this  abominable  practice. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  mail  one  of  these  circular  letters 
to  each  registered  pharmacist  in  the  State,  and  this  instruction  was 
carried  out.

PROSECUTIONS 

State  v.   W.  A.  Rivenbark 

On  my  visit  of  inspection  at  Burgaw,  Pender  county,  in  March, 
191 1,  I  found  that  Mr.  W.  A.  Rivenbark,  of  that  place,  was  running 
a  drug  store  in  violation  of  Section  4  of  the  Pharmacy  Law,  neither 
being  registered  or  licensed  himself  nor  having  a  licensed  person  in 
charge  of  said  business,  as  the  law  requires.  After  getting  sufficient 
evidence  myself,  purchasing  strychnine  of  him  (he  not  knowing  me) 
I  had  him  indicted,  the  grand  jury  returning  a  true  bill.    The  case  will 
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come  up  for  trial  at  the  August,  191 1,  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  of 
that   County. 

State  vs.  D.  B.  Roseborough 

Having  obtained  information  that  Mr.  D.  B.  Roseborough,  a  general 
dealer  of  Cleveland,  Rowan  County,  was  violating  the  Anti-Narcotic 
Law,  I  went  to  Cleveland,  and  made  an  investigation  of  the  matter, 
and  after  getting  sufficient  evidence  to  show  he  had  been  violating  the 
law,  I  had  him  indicted  at  the  May,  191 1,  term  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  that  County,  the  grand  jury  returning  a  true  bill.  The  case  will 
come  up  for  trial  at  the  September,  191 1,  term  of  said  county. 

As  stated  in  my  last  annual  report,  presentments  having  been  made  in 
Caswell  County  Superior  Court  against  certain  general  dealers  living 
in  said  county  remote  from  any  village  or  town,  at  the  request  of  the 
solicitor  of  that  district  I  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  these  places. 
After  doing  this  I  wrote  him,  suggesting  that  the  presentments  be 
withdrawn,  as  I  did  not  think  the  conditions  which  caused  the  viola- 
tions justified  the  prosecution  of  the  cases. 

In  the  enforcement  of  the  State  Anti-Narcotic  Law  we  have  been 
working  in  concert  with  quite  a  number  of  the  municipal  authorities, 
and  if  you  have  read  the  papers  closely  you  will  see  that  more  violators 
of  this  act  have  been  convicted  this  year  than  in  any  previous  year. 

We  should  be  very  glad  if  those  of  you  who  do  comply  with  the  law 
would  assist  us  and  the  local  authorities  also  in  promptly  bringing  to 
justice  any  violators  of  the  Anti-Narcotic  and  Pharmacy  Laws.

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BY-LAWS 


The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  Tuesdays  of  the  week  in 
which  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  holds  its  an- 
nual meeting  and  in  the  same  place.  Other  regular  meetings  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  and  places  as  are  chosen  at  any  of  these  meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  when  called  by  the  President,  or  on 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  stated  in  the  call.  At  special  meetings,  only  the 
business  stated  in  the  call  shall  be  considered. 

■  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The  terms  of  these  officers  shall  run  through  the 
period  of  their  membership  of  the  Board,  unless  the  Board  should 
desire  to  end  the  terms  of  either  or  both  sooner. 

The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  business  and 
examinations,  and  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  report  at  every 
regular  meeting  the  matters  that  have  had  attention  since  the  last 
meeting. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  the  executive  officer  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  imposed  on  him  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  such 
others  as  the  Board  from  time  to  time  may  direct.  At  every  regular 
meeting  he  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  approval,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  a  complete  finan- 
cial statement  of  the  past  fiscal  year's  business.  He  shall  furnish  bond 
in  an  approved  surety  company  for  one  thousand  dollars,  the  pre- 
miums to  be  paid  by  the  Board,  for  the  faithful  collection  and  disburs- 
ing of  all  funds  coming  into  and  passing  from  his  hands.  The  bond 
should  be  filed  with  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President.  He 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Board,  and  at 
each  annual  meeting  present  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  in  his 
care.  This  responsibility  of  a  Secretary-Treasurer  going  out  of  office 
shall  not  be  ended  until  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  receipt  from 
his  successor  for  said  property. 

No  By-Law  or  Rule  of  the  Board  shall  be  added,  changed  or  sus- 
pended without  the  concurrence  of  three  members  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing.

RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 

Examinations  shall  be  mainly  written  and  divided  under  three  heads, 
namely: 

i.  Materia  Medica,  Posology,  and  Toxicology,  with  identification  of 
vegetable  and  animal  drugs. 

2.  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  including  prescription  criticism  and  read- 
ing, with  identification  of  galenicals. 

3.  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  with  identification  of  chemicals. 
Written  questions   shall  be  arranged   as  nearly  as   practicable   into 

ten  main  questions  under  each  head,  with  sub-questions. 

For  the  purpose  of  grading  or  rating,  answers  to  questions  shall  be 
valued  by  marks  or  points  based  on  their  importance,  as  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  the  examiner. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  not  less  than  fifty 
per  cent  under  any  head  or  department,  shall  be  required  to  pass. 

No  application  for  registration,  license  or  permit,  shall  be  consid- 
ered, unless  made  out,  and  duly  sworn  to,  upon  the  official  form  of 
the  Board,  and  accompanied  by  the  required   fee. 


EXAMINATJON 

Held  at  Morehead  City,  July  7,  191 1. 

The  following  is  published  in  order  to  show  the  scope  and  grade  of 
examinations  of  the  Board. 

In  order  to  pass,  a  general  average  of  75  per  cent,  with  a  minimum 
limit  of  50  per  cent  in  any  of  three  branches,  is  required. 

The  examinations  require  two  days'  time.

AN  ACT  TO  REVISE,  CONSOLIDATE  AND  AMEND 
THE  PHARMACY  LAW. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  i.    That  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Body  poiiti 
Association,  and  the  persons  composing  the  same,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical   Name 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  Corporate 
and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  powers 
to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and 
perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corpor- 
ate   and    politic,    not    inconsistent    with    the    Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State.

That   every  person  who  shall  engage  in  the   Responsibility    of 
sale  of   drugs,   chemicals   and  medicines   shall  be  held  ?™jf  J^^P™' 
responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and 
medicines  he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception 
of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the  manufac- 
turers, and  also  those  known  as  "patent  or  proprietary 
medicines;"  and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or    intentional      adul-

And  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  owner  or  manager  of  a  pharmacy  or  drug 
store  or  other  place  of  business  to  cause  or  permit  any 
other  than  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  to  com- 
pound, dispense  or  sell  at  retail  any  drug,  medicine  or 
poison  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  immediate

in  the  arts  or  for  use  as  insecticides  when  such  sub- 
stances are  sold  in  unbroken  packages  bearing  a  label 
having  plainly  printed  upon  it  the  name  of  the  contents, 
the  word,  "Poison,"  the  vignette  of  the  skull  and  cross 
bones  and  the  name  of  at  least  two  readily  obtainable 
antidotes :  Provided,  further,  That  in  any  village  of

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
firm  or  corporation  to  sell,  furnish  or  give  away  any 
cocaine,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin 
or  any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of  the  foregoing  sub- 
stances, or  any  preparation  or  compound  containing 
any  of  the  following  substances,  or  their  salts  or  com- 
pounds, except  upon  the  original  written  order  or  pre- 
scription of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine, dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine,  which  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain  the 
name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or,  if  orderec 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  shall  state  the 
kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  person  giving  the  prescription  or  order.  Such 
written  order  or  prescription  shall  be  permanently 
retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  ordered 
or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded 
or  dispensed,  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the 
original  prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  com- 
pounding or  dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such 
written  order  or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  de-  ! 
livered  to  any  person  but  the  original  shall  at  all  times 
be  opened  to  the  inspection  by  the  prescriber  and  prop- 
erly authorized  officers  of  the  law :  Provided,  however, 
That  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  prepara- 
tions containing  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium 
or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  morphine,  or  not 
more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin,  or  not  more 
than  one-eighth  grain  of  cocaine  or  not  more  than  one- 
eighth  grain  of  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  in  one  fluid 
ounce,   or,   if   a   solid   preparation,   in   one   avoirdupois 
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ounce:  Provided,  also,  That  the  above  provisions  shall 
not  apply  to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recom-  limitations 
mended  and  sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and 
cholera,  each  bottle  or  package  of  which  is  accom- 
panied by  specific  directions  for  use,  and  a  caution 
against  habitual  use;  nor  to  powder  of  ipecac  and 
opium,  commonly  known  as  "Dover's  Powder;"  nor  to 
liniments  nor  ointments  when  plainly  labeled  "For  ex- 
ternal use  only:"  And  provided  further,  That  the  above 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  sales  at  wholesale  by  job-  nmitaSt°onsfUrther 
bers,  wholesalers  and  manufacturers,  to  retail  drug- 
gists or  qualified  physicians,  or  to  each  other,  nor  to 
sales  at  retail  by  retail  druggists  to  regular  practitioners 
of  medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine,  nor  to 
sales  made  to  manufacturers  of  proprietary  or  phar- 
maceutical preparations  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of 
such  preparations,  nor  to  sales  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner  of  Prescriptions 
medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  to  furnish 
to  or  prescribe  for  the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of 
the  same  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine 
opium,  morphine,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of 
the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparations  contain- 
ing any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds.  And  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any 
practitioner  of  dentistry  to  prescribe  any  of  the  fore- 
going substances  for  any  person  not  under  his  treat- 
ment in  the  regular  practice  of  his  profession,  or  for 
any  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  to  prescribe 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances  for  the  use  of  any 
human  being:  Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions  Proviso:  limita- 
of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any 
lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  from  fur- 
nishing or  prescribing  in  good  faith  for  the  use  of  any 
habitual  user  of  narcotic  drugs  who  is  under  his  pro- 
fessional care  such  substances  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  their  treatment  when  such  prescriptions  are 
not  given  or  substances  furnished  for  the  purpose  of 
evading  the  provisions  of  this  act.

this  act  the  charge  may  be  brought  against  any  or  all 
of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or  against  the  direc- 
tors or  executive  officers  of  a  corporation,  or  against 
the  agent  or  employee  of  any  person,  partnership  or 
corporation. 

Sec.  5.    All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.
